I, Goro KOIZUMI, makc oat’ end sey cs follows: 


From 1935 until 1940 I wes Chicf of Police in various 
prefcctures, cna es such om familiar with tre operrtions of 
tee police denertmcnts in Jepen. 


Tre police in Jepen were under te orders end supervision 
of tc Police Burecu of the Fomo Ministry, t>c police in connec- 
tion with treir duties being concerncd in fulfilling te seme 
primarily wit» violeticns of the following lews: 


1. Public Porec Law (Chien-Kcisetsu-¥o), t-is being 
en old lew promulgeted about tc time of the 
Meiji Restoration; 

2. Prescrvetion of Peece Lew, enacted in 1925 end 
emended in 1941 (Chicn-Iji-Fo) ; 

3¢ Militcry Spirit Lew (Gunki-Fogo-Po), enactcdé in 
1937 for suppressing enything anti-militery; 

4, Militery Secrecy Lew (Gunyo-Stigen-Himitsu-Yogo-"o), 
enacted in 1939 releting to enyt*ing sccret per- 
teining to tc militery. 


In connection with law enforeemcnt, t*c police enforced 
t*c ccnsorstip lews in all tcir forms relating to ccensorstip 


Over lricwspepers, publicetions, fat ee yeenes moving picturcs, 
& 


redio progrems, plays and other forms of entertainment, public 
Specceres, public gatherings, end were particularly eetive in 
tee suppression of expressions of tought thet werc contrery 
to government policy. 


T*c verious police depertments rcquired tet moving pic- 
turcs, plzys, public speccres, end él1l group or public activitics 
submit t*c script or t*eir progrems in edvence of ectuel public 
Gispley for epproval by te police, t*e policc teving theo 
authority to suppress eny of t*ese itcms or close eny production, 
public mceting or public speech if tkc seme eappeered to be cone 
trary to the script or program submittcd,. 


Enforcement of the Peace Preservetion Lew of 1925 and 
letcr as enected in 1928 wes enforeed strictly in its control 
of mostly communistic ectivitics. 


In 1932 tere was organized on a nationel besis from the 
police depertmcnt « scetion celled the ig Police, te duties 
of which were primarily tc wete over the ectivitics of cxtreme 
leftists, expressions of dengerous thougtt movemcnts, censorship 
of writings, spccc*es, press publicetions, pleys end other forms 
of public entcrteinmcnt, public meotings and gethcrings. 


Teet from encient times in Jepen tere wes e femily group 
movemncnt througrout Jepen. In encient times tresc groups were 
banded toget*cr for the nurpose of preventing end rcporting 
crimc end for mutuel eid. That in tkc letter pert of 1940 
tre family or neighborhood group movement wes revived upon in- 
structions of tc governncnt for t*« purpose of educeting the 
Jepenesc people on governmental policy end to meke tke country 
wer conscious, es well cs for nutuel eid end coopcretion, these 
pean or ncighbor*ood groups being undcr te local cdministre- 
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In en intengible menner beginning ebout t*e time of the 
Meneruricn Incidcnt, te militery bcgecn to dominete tre Police 
Department, tis dorinetion inercesing beginning ebout 1936 
throug’ to 1941, end thcreeftcr during t*c Pecific War becon~- 
ing cvcn more pronouncede 

Trat oll governnent egencics were used to inspire < * 
militery spirit in tc Jeprnesc peoplc, t*is reclly becoming 
cffcetive ween t*c Boord of Informetion of t*c Cebinct was forme: 
Thrcugh t*is Boerd strict censors*ip end supervision of disscmi- 
netion of cll news, publications, writings, moving pictures end 
cll forms cf public cntcrtcinment wes cxerciscd. Suc* censorshi' 
wes dircetcd by tc Bocrd of Infornmetion to t*e Cricf of tro 
Police EBurceu, Wore Ministry, wo in turn dirceted tre ectivitic 
of te police in cennection tuerewith. 


In July of 1940 I wes cppointed to tc Board of Directors 
of thc Netionel Spirit end Activitics Pcedquerters (Kokumin- 
Scishin-Sodoin-Yonbu). Tc purpose of tis Eoerd was to make 
t*c netion wer ecnscious, t*c expenses for t*c operetion of the 
Board being peid trcugr thc Cebinct Boerd of Infcrnetion, wricr 
obteincd moncy from t*c Finence Ministry. Approxinetcly tnrec 
nonths letcr, t*is Board was abolished wit’ tc formation of the 
Impericl Rulc Assistence Association (Taisei Yoku Senkei). Upon 
the fornetion of the Imperiel Rule Assistance Association, I was 
eppointcd tkc hced of oc section of tre Imperial Rule Assistence 
Associction, t*« cxpenscs of wic’ werc peid by tte governncnt, 
end t*c purpose end dutics cf w*ic* scction were te czusc ell of 
t*c people in Japen to become wer conscious end cooperate wit 
tre Government in connection witr gevernment policies, end elso 
to obtcin gcnerel public opinion. T*is purpose wes effected 
through tris section by instructing t*c people and educeting 
them wits tke policies cf the government end ccntrolling t*e 
politicel] tought of thc pcople end teecring tem to t*ink all 
slike in fevor of government policics.

The police in Japon vere under the orders and supecvisicn 
of the Pol:ce Burcau of the Home Mintnviy, tue police in comiece 


tion vith their duties being concerned in fulfilling the sane 
primarily with violations of the folloving lars: 


1. TDublie Peace Law (Chin-Keisatsu-tic), This law 
yas promulgated in the year of 1.900 (fhirty-third 
year of Moiji). 

Preservation of Peace Lay, enacted in 1925 and 
amended in 1941 (Chian-Iji-lo). 

Military Secrets Protection Law (Gun'ci-Ioo-Ho) 
enacted in 1537 for the protection of secrets in 
regards to mobilization and tactics and onera= 
tions cf the armed forces, 

Law for the v:otection of secrots in regards to 
militey resources (¢ myo-Shigen-limi teu-Hoge-Ho) 
enacted fu 1939 Zor tic protection of all secrots 
in regards to both material and human resources 
of the armicd forces, 


In commoction with law cnforeement, the police enforced 
the censorship lows Jn all their forms releting to censorship 
ovor newsraness, Duy. cnts sitinys, boos, moving pictures, 
ploys ane othcr forus of on’ rtctnment. public specches, public 
gathering:, anc wero an ticsuLertyr active in the gufdance of 
expressions of thous: tat weve contrery to government policy, 
and wien suca porsors *.\Jcd .o foliow such guidance and in- 
fringe? Ue: any Lny stlen yer-ons vere thon put in priscoz.- 


Tho various nolice dopartuenta vocte ‘shat pud 
speeches which had a political ottvet 22 ant ail group ace 
tivitios and csotlal movonunt. vomit the seript of their pro= 
grams in advance oc” ac tual public display fr aroroveal, by the 
police. In rogari to moving pietur.s and p.ays, it was requirod 
that normiccion he obtained from the Hone Ministry beforehand, 
bofore such plars or moving pictvres could be oxnibiied. Tho 
police lad the avtuerity to prohibit the showlag of moving 
yictures and plays if thoy vere objectionable or contrary to 
the policy of tho Japancso Govornnont as it thon existed, or 
4f the lc; had not beon cowplicd ith vy first submitting the 
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same to the Police Bureau of the Homo Ministry for its ap- 
proval; and to prohibit and stop public epecehnes “hich had 
a political objective or prehi»it or stop oll groups or 
social movemorzs which were not conducted according to the 
program submittcd to the Polics Departnont, 


In 1920 there wae organized on « notional. basis from 
the Police Dzenirtmont a section callec the Yigh Police, the 
duties of wiich were primarily to watch over the activitios 
of oxtreme lofsts and oxtrom rightists, and in addition 
vhose duties vero to wmtch over the activities of anyone who 
wos opposed te the roltey of the Japanese Government as it 
oxdeted from 1931 to December 7, 1941, For illustration, 
folloring the Japsnoso-Chinese Incident of 1937, no one in 
Japan ras permittcca to capross omposition to the war with 
China, If they did so, they would be arrested under the 
Proscrvation of Poace Law and inmprisoncd, by this I do not 
mean that if 2 Nother “hose son tms a soldicr in the Japanese 
Army in China should say, "I wish the mr vas over ond ny 
boy vas hone." 


In addition to these duties, the High Police also 
exorcised quthortty and sttpervision over censorship of 
writings, specches, press, plays and othor Sorms of public 
ontortainnont, public meetings and gatherings. 


That from ancient times in Jamin, there ws the fomily 
groun novonent througiovt Japan. In ancient tines these groups 
were banded togother for the rurpose of preventing and roport= 
ing crime end for mrtucl aid, That in tho latter part of 
1940, the fanily or noi ghborhood group movonent was rovived 
for the purpose of educating the Japanese reople on govern= 
nontel pelicy ond to make tho people var conscious es well 
as for mutun. aid, and to raze then cooperate with the govern- 
ment, these forilior or noigh»orhost grouvs boing under the 
local administra*ions. 


In an intanclole mannor folloring the Japanose-Chineso 
conflict, the amicée forces beran to influonce the Police 
Dopartnont, this in®lucnce jncreasing through to 1941, and 
theroafscr during the Pacific War bocoming even more prom 
nounced, That all zovernment avoneies trore used to inspire 
a military spirit in tho Jarances people, this really becom= 
ing effective vhen the Yoard of Information of the Cabinet 
was forncd, Through this Beard strict censorship and super- 
vision of disscmination of oll novs, publications, writings, 
moving pictures and all forms of mubdlic entertainnent vas 
exorcised, Such censorship rms diroctedc by the Board of 
Information and tho Hone Ministry to tho Chief of the Police 
Bureau, tho in turn directed the activitios of the police in 
connecticn therewith, 


In July of 1940 I rms appointed te the Board of 
Directors of the National Spirit and Activitios Head- 
quarters (Kolamin-Scishin-Sodoin-Hontm), The purpose 
of this Boaré vcs to make the nation wor conscious, the 
expenses for th onevation of tho Board veing paid through 
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the Cabinot Bor’ of Informatics, ica ootained money fron 
the Finance Miaistry. Approximtcly threo aouths later, 

this Bouré wus oveliched with tio formation of the Imorial 
Rulo Ass2.stonee association (Tafsoi Lei Sankni). Upon the 
formation of tho Zmoeric1 Rule Assistance issociation, I was 
appointed the hes of o, department of the Imperial Rule 
Assistance Lssco ation, the mmonece ot waiea wore paid by 
tho govermux.%, arc the yarposes oad antioo of wich dcpart- 
nent through ceopor bive vanturoncos we to cause ull of the 
people 4. Japan %* beeome war consciow cad sooperate with 
tho govermacnt i: cormection ith govorpmun? policy ead also 
to obtain 2ublic vpinion of tho difforent clussos of the 
people, This purooso rms effected throng! thoso conferonses by 
instructing the scople and cducating thom in the policy of 
tho goverment ax by listening to the pecple for the purnose 
of influoncing the people to thint: all alike in favor of 
governmental policies,
